CHARLESTON, Mo., Aug. 14— 
Two daughters and a granddaugh- 
ter of Thad Snow, widely-known 
cotton farmer and writer, -were 
shot and killed early today by 
Snow’s son-in-law, John Hartwell 
Thompson, who then shot and 
killed himself. 

Thompson killed his wife, Pris- 
cilla; his 9-year-old daughter, 
Anne, and his sister-in-law, Miss 
Emily Snow, and then shot him- 
self. 

„The Rev. A. B. Cooper, a friend 
of the Snow family, said Thomp- 
son had been in ill health for 
many years and had been under

First knowledge of the shoot- 
ings camé when Coroner John 
F. Nunnelee Jr., who also is an 
undertaker, received a telephone 
call at 6:55 a.m. from Thompson. 
After identifying himself, Thomp- 
gon said. 

“I have just killed my wife, my 
daughter and Emily Snow. Come 
and get us.” 

Coroner Nunnelee continued: “I 
knew then he was going to kill 
himself. I called Sheriff Walter 
Beck and his deputy, George 
Lane, and then I started for the 
house in an ambulance. The 
Thompson and Snow homes are on 
opposite sides of U. S. Highway 
60, about four or five miles east 
of Charleston. 

“I was the first one to reach 
the Thompson house and I found 
Miss Emily dead, lying on her 
back in the rear of the house. 
She had been shot through the 
heart with a  .22-caliber rifle. 
There was a hole in the screen 
on the back porch. Apparently 
Thompson fired from the porch. 

“We found Thompson, his wife 
and his daughter in the bedroom. 
He was lying across the foot of 
the bed, wounded. in the head. 
The bed had collapsed and he was 
lying partly on the floor. Both 
his wife and og ee pes Dees 
shot were 
A farmhand, James Manker, 
who lives nearby, related he saw 
Thompson walking toward the 
Snow home, After he noticed 
Manker, Thompson turned and 
ran toward his own home, Manker 
related. 

Miss Emily Snow slept in her 
own home last night and in some 
manner was lured to the Thomp- 
gon home early today, Sheriff 
Beck learned. Snow was asleep 
and knew nothing of the killings 
until he was awakened by the 
sheriff and a neighbor, Ruel 


wank, 

Last night about 10 o’clock 
Thompson brought a newspaper to 
Snow, who had just returned last 
Sunday with his daughter, Emily, 
from a trip around the world. 
Snow related he had a pleasant 
conversation with his son-in-law 
for about a half hour and noticed 
nothing unusual about his con- 
duct. 

Thompson, 


moderately-prosper- 
ous owner of a 200-acre farm 
which adjoins Snow’s 1000-acre 
farm, died of his head wound 
shortly before noon in St. Mary's 
Hospital, Cairo, III. 

Mrs. Thompson was 40 years 
old and her half-sister, Emily, was 
22, Emily was Snow’s daughter 
by his second marriage.

GITY RENT CONTROL 
FILED BY OWNERS 


Action Alleges Ordinance 
Is Beyond Charter’s 
Powers — ‘Unreason- 
able, Unjust.’

Suit attacking the validity of 
the new municipal rent and evic- 
tion contro] ordinance, which went 
into effect yesterday, was filed in 
circuit court today by 20 owners 


of rental property in the city. 
The suit, for declaratory judg- 
ment, is the first legal attack on 
the drastic city rent control law, 
which was enacted by the voters 
in a referendum in the primary 
election Aug. 3. Filed by Lon O. 
Hocker Jr., attorney for the pro- 
testing property owners, the suit 
0 t for 
them and in behalf of all owners. 
lessors and sublessor of housing 
accommodations in the city. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Board 
is backing the test case. A group 
of public officials, including mem- 
bers of the Housing and Rent 
Commission appointed to adminis- 
ter the law, were named as defénd- 


ants. 

Suit’s Allegations. 
The petition makes numerous 
contentions of why the ordinance 
is invalid, principally that the or- 
dinance is beyond the city’s char- 
ter powers, that it is in violation 
of the Federal and State Con- 
stitutions and is “unreasonable, 
unequal, unjust, oppressive and 
arbitrary.” . 
It also charges that the law is 
“entirely meaningless and incom- 
prehensible,” because many of its 
provisions and policies are predi- 
cated on the Federal Housing and 
Rent Act of 1947, which has since 
been’ repealed and substantially 
amended by the Housing and Rent 
Act of 1948. 
The ordinance, it was contended, 
would deprive the property own- 
ers of due process of law by au- 
thorizing the Municipal Housing 
and Rent Commission to make 
findings on disputed issues with- 
out notice or opportunity to be 
heard. It also improperly permits 
the commission to determine what 
evidence it shall consider relevant 
and makes the findings of the 
commission conclusive on appeal, 
the petition charged. 

The suit charges the ordinance 
operates “indefinitely into the 
future” and irrespective of any 
hardships or inequities which may 
result to landlords, the need or 
absence of need for continuing 
rent ceilings in St. Louis, or the

Relief May Come When New 
Hog Crop Starts Mov- 
ing to Market. 


An advance in retail pork prices 
next week was expected to result 
from the current short supply of 
pigs, which this week reached the 
lowest volume in the last 19 
months at National Stockyards. 

The current shortage, which put 
wholesale prices for live animals 
up to $30.50 a hundredweight, only 
50 cents under the peak of last 
July 31, was expected to de re- 
lieved somewhat within the next 
three or four weeks when the new 
pig crop starts moving to market, 
a spokesman for the Producers 
Livestock Commission Association 
said. 

Meanwhile, some large chain 
stores afe reporting a slackening 
of demand for beef and pork al- 
though there has been no evidence 
of an organized boycott against 
meat here. The decrease was at- 
tributed to consumer resistance 
and the normally slack vacation

BERLIN AIR LIFT 
RESUMED AFTER 
HALT BY WEATHER 


Rains Forced First Pro- 
tracted Break in Supply 

System — Red Zone 
Food Shortages. _ 


BERLIN, Aug. 14 (AP) — The 
British-American air lift supply- 
ing food to Soviet-blockaded Ber- 
lin returned to a near normal 
schedule today as the weather im- 
proved. Operations were halted 
last night because of heavy rains 
and bad visibility. 

It was the first protracted break 


in the air supply operation since 
it began June 29. 

Meanwhile the Russian-con- 
trolled press admitted serious food 


shortages exist in the Soviet-occu- 


pied zone of Germany. Commenit- 
ing On a promis om Moscow to 
deliver 10,800 tons of fat to east- 
ern Germany, Neues Deutschland, 
official newspaper of the Soviet- 
sponsored Socialist Unity party 
(Sed), said a poor harvest has 
“had. severe effects in recent 
weeks.“ 

The promised fat from the Rus- 
sians, it continued, “would close 
the gap for a certain period.”

The Soviet-licensed news agency 
ADN said last night the promise 
from Moscow came in answer to a 
request by the Soviet military ad- 
ministration “‘to insure the supply 
of foodstuffs” in eastern Germany.

RUSSIANS REPORTED 
GOING HOME FROM

“Bev” Brown was persuaded to 
desert his old partner, the late 
“Gully” Owen, and become the 
Capone representative. | 

Wire service for the new tickers 
is from Chicago direct. A gambling | 
house at Orchard Mines, eight 
miles south of Peoria, raided last 
Thursday afternoon by sheriff's 
deputies, had one of the new 
tickers.

“When Kosenkina (after her 
fall) was already brought into the 
consulate, agents of the American 
intelligence, violating its recog- 
nized immunity, burst into the 
consulate building. 

“They subjected Kosenkina's 
room to a search, seized a purse 
belonging to Kosenkina and its 
contents and by force took Kosen- 
kina to a hospital. 

“Arbitrary Force.” 

“These acts of arbitrary force 
by American police are a clear 
violation of the consular statute 
and of recognized international 
law and are in contradiction to 
the declaration of representatives 
of the United States State Depart- 
ment on its intention to observe 
the norms of international law.” 

The Tass account of the inci- 
dent said that Mrs. Kosenkina fell 
from a window of her room in the 
consulate to a courtyard, suffering 
a broken leg and broken kneecap 
and a spinal injury. 

She then was taken into the 
consulate building for first aid by 
Soviet consulate employes, Tass

It added that she was taken 
from the conbulate by force by 
agents of American intelligence 
wearing New York police uni- 
forms.

The Missouri situation was out- | 
lined to Seay in a message —

The message said that Missouri 
law provides that a new party, to 
get on the ballot, must have 22,- 
000 notarized signatures by Aug. 
23, or hold a state convention 
truly representative of the whole 
state at which electors would 
have to be named from each con- 
gressional district and two at 
large. 

The message said it was re- 
gretted that the new party could 
not qualify in Truman’s state, “as 
indications are that Missouri will 
not go for him and does not want 
to go to Dewey. A lot of voters 
will stay at home in Missouri on 
election day.“ 

Revolt Fading Elsewhere. 

In other directions, the South- 
ern civil rights revolt appeared 
to be tapering off slightly as a 
serious threat to Truman’s elec- 
tion chances. 

Developments in Texas and Ar- 
kansas this week have made some 
Administration lieutenants more 
optimistic than ever that Truman 
may grab every Dixie electoral 
vote, as Democratic National 
Chairman Howard McGrath has 
predicted repeatedly. 

Texas backers of the Dixiecrat 
ticket apparently face serious 
trouble in getting their candidates 
on the ballot, with Gov.

Luman F. Matthews 
(Rep.), presiding judge of the 
county court, or administrative 
body, told the Post-Dispatch the 
advertising had to be done in a'| 
county paper, according to the 
law, and that he thought the law 


could be published in the more 
widely read city newspapers. He 
could not recall whether the cus- 
tom of posting notice of the let-

Autenrieth’s company delivers 
and spreads the gravel on asphalt 
roads at $2.60 a ton. A limited 
portion of the supply is picked up 
by county trucks at five indepen- 
dent gravel producing plants; for 
this portion the county pays Au- 
tenrieth $2 a ton but he pays the 
plants $1. Autenrieth, president 
of the Clayton concern, said gravel 
delievered and spread by it cost 
the company from $1.90 to $2.10 
a ton.

$2.45 a ton. Her charge would 
have been $1.60 where the county 
picked up the gravel at a plant, 
she said. 

Various dealers said the price 
of gravel at producing plants was 
$1 or as low as 90 cents a ton for 
large volumes. The county lacks 
equipment to haul much of its 
own gravel, Matthews asserted. 
The contract for this year was 
awarded in December, Matthews 
explained, because a shortage of 
gravel and asphalt was feared 
and road contractors wanted as- 
surances of what would be avail- 
able before they bid on road work. 

Highway Engineer Pfeiler, ap- 
pointed by the Governor to fill a 
vacancy, took office last Febru- 
ary after a controversy.

It is true that Gen. Clay is anything but a 
diplomat by training. His final decisions in Ber- 
lin generally have been on the side of restraint, 


much of the blame for this. As Ernest Kirschten 
of the Post-Dispatch staff reported after a trip 
to Germany: 1 
Without very specific directives, the mili- 
tary often had to play by ear. When they 
found themselves stuck with the job month 
after month, Gen. McNarney and Gen. Clay 
simply had to set some policies. : 


Several times the State Department announced 
that it would take over in Germany, but each 
time it backed down. So it was only natural 
that policy-making became an Army habit. 

Nor is it surprising that the military men see 
the situation in military terms. Hence their dis- 
agreement with the State Department on Spain, 
for example. They care less about the political 
coloration of the Franco regime than about the 
strategic advantage presented by Spanish geog- 
raphy. But unless it is decided that war is in- 
evitable, such considerations should not domi- 
nate American policy. The resort to arms should 
be the last and not the first consideration in in- 
ternational relations. 

It is entirely conceivable that Russian-Ameri- 
can differences can be settled short of war. We 
owe it to ourselves and to the whole world to do 
everything compatible with our principles to pre- 
vent the atomic scourge. This does not call for 
appeasement, but it does demand intelligent 
diplomacy. That is the State Department's field. 
No general should trespass on it, no matter what 
plans he believes the General Staff ought to be 
making. The role of the military should be a 
silent one so long as diplomacy -has any chance 
of saving the day. 

The State Department, however, must live up 
fully to its responéibility. It need not take over 
the military and police functions of the occupa- 
tion. This is no time for pulling the Army out 
of Germany. But the State Department must 
formulate American policy, especially where it 
touches other nations. And it must be as clear 
and as firm in administering policy as in shaping 
it, It should get rid of its opportunists and 
buck-passers, If it does so, there will be no 
need and no excuse for military improvisations.

Life and Death of a Tab 


n HEART, by Boris Tedria. (Dutton, 3/8 
Lisle Bell in the New York Herald Tribune. 


“What beats me,” said the blatant, cynical 
managing editor of a coddied, crusading 
New York newspaper called “Tab,” whose 
pages were unsullied by advertising, “is how 
the hell a poet winds up on a newspaper,” . 

“It’s an old American tradition,” said re- 
porter Nick Gordon, author of one slim; 
unheralded volume of poems. “Walt Whit- 
man was editor of the old Brooklyn Eagle. 
William Cullen Bryant ran The Post for 
years. There’s Carl Sandburg, and quite a

“The Plundered Heart“ is two stories 
welded into a novel. Mr. Todrin writes 
with a poet’s sensitivity of Nick Gordon’s 
idyllic marriage to Jerry, of their long 
struggle for enough financial security so 
they could have the baby they so much 
wanted, and of Jerry's tragic death in child- 
birth. Being a newspaper man, he writes 
graphically — evidently with first-hand

State Treasurer Robert W. 
Winn of New London died unex- 
pectedly of a heart attack at St. 
Luke’s Hospital yesterday, 10 
days after winning the Democratic 


nomination for Secretary of State | 


in the primary election. 

Winn, 53 years old, became ill 
Tuesday in his office in the State 
Capitol in Jefferson City, the day 
before he and his family planned 
to leave for Minnesota for a vaca- 
tion. He was brought to St. Louis 
by ambulance and was reported 
improved yesterday morning, but 
died in the afternoon. 

Funeral services will be held 
at 1 p.m. Monday in Jefferson 
City. Burial will be at New Lon- 
don, his birthplace. 


Governor Takes Charge. 


Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, under an 
executive order issued late yes- 
terday, took charge of the State 
Treasurer's department pending 
appointment by him of a successor 
to fill Winn’s unexpired term, end- 
ing next Jan. 10. 

The Governor said he would not 
fill the vacancy until after the fu- 
neral. There was some specula- 
tion that State Revenue Director 
M. E. Morris, the Democratic nom- 
inee for State Treasurer, would get 
the appointment if it is held that 
the appointment would not bar 
Morris's election for a full term. 
Under the Constitution, the State 
Treasurer is not eligible for elec- 
tion as his own successor. 

A nominee to replace Winn as 
the Democratic candidate for Sec- 
retary of State in the Novemter 

eneral election. will be selected 
by the State Democratic Commit- 
tee, as provided by law. Demo- 
cratic state headquarters indicated 
a. meeting of the committee will 
be called soon for this purpose. 

Winn, who was active in Demo- 
cratic politics for many years, was 
serving his second term as State 
Treasurer. He was first nom- 


Iinated and elected in 1936, largely 


through the backing of the then 
powerful Democratic organization 
of the late Boss T. J. Pendergast 
of Kansas City. 
Elected Second Time. 

When his first four-year term 
expired in January 1941, Winn, 
who was not eligible to succeed 
himself, was appointed commis- 
sioner of the Permanent Seat of 
Government. In this capacity he 
was custodian of the Capitol. He 
was again elected State Treasurer 


in 1944. 

In 1937 Winn figured in a con- 
troversy over the private sale of 
atate bonds. With the other three 
members of the State Board of 
Fund Commissioners he approved 
the sale of $3,000,000 state building 
bonds to a Kansas City bond firm 


without competitive bids. After a selective service act. 
prolonged row, the sale was re- 


opened and the bonds were sold 
to a syndicate of St. Louis banks 
and bond firms at a premium 
$50,500 greater than was received 
in the private sale. 

While not a gifted campaign 
gpeaker, Winn possessed a strong 
tenor voice, and frequently enter- 
tained audiences at political cam- 
paign meetings with songs instead | 
of speeches. As State Treasurer, 
he had custody of all state funds, 
which now total about $123,000,000, 
and designated banks which served 
as state depositories. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Victoria Silver Winn, and a daugh- 
ter, Miss JoAnne Winn.

One official has estimated that 
Government spending may ap- 
proach 42 billion dollars, instead 
of the $39,700,000,000 foreseen in 
January. At the same time reve-

NEW YORK, Aug. 14 (AP) — 
The Voice of America is telling 
the people of the world the full 
story of Mrs. Oksana Stepanova 
iKosenkina’s leap from the Sovtet 
consulate where she says she was 
held captive. 

“This is what we have been wait- 
ing for in oür war of words,“ 
State Department spokesman said. 
“This is something that can be 
easily understood by people all 
over the world.” 

First accotints of the incident 
were beamed to countries over- 
seas, including the Soviet Union, 
less than an hour after the Rus- 
sian school teacher made her two- 
story jump. 

More complete stories, broad- 
cast in 22 languages, were includ- 
ed in later short-waved reports. 
The spokesman said the “Voice” 
had used seven channels on a pro- 
gram to Viadivostok and eight on 
the Moscow program. Officials 
believed the broadcasts got 
through despite evidence that the 
Russians have sought to jam some 
programs in recent months. 
“There must be some em- 
barassed people in the Kremlin,” 
the spokesman said. “Mrs, Ko- 
senkina’s statement that she 
jumped from the window to get 
away from the Russians seems to 
refute the claim that we are hold- 
ing her in this country against 
her will.” 

The “Voice” reports were de- 
scribed as sober and factual, giv- 
ing Mrs. Kosenkina’s statement 
that she was held a prisoner, as 
well as the official Soviet version 
of the case. 


2-YEAR PACT WITH EMERSON 
APPROVED BY UE MEMBERS 


A two-year agreement providing 
wage increases and other bene- 
fits for the 3500 employes of Emer- 
son Electric Co. was approved yes- 
terday by members of Local 1102, 
CIO United Electrical Workers. 
Only 186 dissenting votes were 
cast. 

The new contract incorporates 
an 1l-cent-an-hour increase grant- 
ed by the company in June plus 
an additional 1 cent. The new 
rates for workers will range from 
$1.10 an hour for porters to $2.15 
an hour for segmental diemakers. 
Other benefits for employes un- 
der the new contract, which is ef- 
fective as of Aug. 1, include three- 
week vacations for those with 20 
ears’ service, pay at the rate of 
double time-and-a-half for work 
on any of six holidays, increases 
accident and ‘insurance benefits 
and guaranteed minimum rates 
for piece workers. The company 
agreed to deduct from employes’ 
wages fines imposed by the union 
for non-attendance at meetings. 


COMINFORM BULLETIN ASSERTS 
TITO WILL 60 SOONER OR LATER 


BUCHAREST, Aug. 14 (AP)— 
The new issue of the Cominform 
bulletin predicts that Premier 
Marshal Tito and his lieutenants 
sooner or later will be replaced as 
leaders of the Yugoslav Commu- 
nist party. 

Tito's name is being publicized 
the same way Adolf Hitler’s was 
in Germany, causing widespread 
indignation among veteran Yugo- 
slav Communist party members, 
the bulletin said. ; 
Commenting on the recent

They believed that the price strike 
movement, which started in their 
city, was defeated. 

The Indiana Chamber of Com- 
merce predicted that food prices 
will stay at high levels despite 
bumper grain crops expected this 
year. , 

Factors Cited. 


Manager Robert D. Hammer 
said government support of farm 
product prices, increased market- 
ing costs, wage increases in many 
industries, overseas shipments and 
general freight rate boosts would 
offset any gains in additional 
crops and keep prices moving up- 
ward. 

Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials said they doubted that 
Canada’s move in lifting its export 
bar on meat would help the price 
situation. 

The lifting of controls will allow 
Canadian producers to send cattle, 
calves, dressed beef and veal to 
the United States, Experts said 
they did not expect a flood of 
Meat to come over the border 
and that the “imports are not ex- 
pected to have a significant effect 
on supplies or the general price 
level of live cattle or meat in this 
country.”

The praline is 
a rather fragile thing when fresh, but as time 
passes its durability increases. It becomes so 
hard, in fact, that it takes a strong man to 
break an old praline, which is why, until re- 
cently, you never saw a New Orleans praline 
in your favorite department store. You will find 
them now, thanks to the ingenuity of Johnson 
who, while opening a can of vacuum packed

How It Started

A “Fool's Paradise.” 


It is doubtless Shakespeare's use 
which made so popular in English 
speech the expression, “a fool’s 
paradise.“ That was in Romeo 
and Juliet,” in the fourth scene 
of the second act, where we find: 

“If ye should lead her into a 
fool's paradise, as they say, it 

were a very gross kind of be- 

haviour.” 

The “as they say” indicates that 
th. saying was already familiar 
in common speech. And the fact 
is that it also had recorded lit- 
erary usage over a hundred years 
before Shakespeare’s. 

In one pf the letters of the 
famous Paston family of England, 
written in the year 1462—letter 
number 467, in the way they have 
been preserved—we find this: 

J wold not be in a folis 
paradyce.” 

Also, its use in the time inter- 
vening before Shakespeare came 
on the scene is evidenced by these 
lines by a ‘now forgotten poet, 
which hear the date of 1528: 

“Thus my lady, not very wyse, 

Is brought in to foles paradyse.” 

Elizabeth Barrett Browning gave 
the saying a modern touch when 
she said in her poem, Aurora 
Leigh: a 

Is out of date, like Adam's.“

One nine-inch pastry shell or 
graham cracker ¢rust, one and 
one-half cups milk, one-quarter 
teaspoon grated nutmeg, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, three eggs, 
one tablespoon gelatin, softened, 
three tablespoons cold water, one- 
half cup sugar, one-half teaspoon 
vanilla, one cup whipping cream, 
one bar semi-sweet chocolate (two 
ounces) chilled. 

Bake pastry first so it will have 
time to cool thoroughly. Pour 
milk into top of double boiler and 
place over hot water, add nutmeg, 
and salt, heat to the scalding 
point. Meanwhile beat egg yolks 
and sugar until light, Pour hot 
milk 1 egg * 
gradually, stirring vigorously to 
blend well, Return to double 
boiler and cook with constant 
stirring until mixture coats 4 
metal spoon and is slightly thick- 
ened. Remove from heat and stir 
in the softened gelatin. Cool and 
add vanilla. When mixture begins 
to thicken, beat well and fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites thor- 
oughly, then turn into the cooled 
pastry shell. Place in refrigerator 
to set. Just before serving, spread 
top with stiffly whipped cream 
and sprinkle the top with the 
chocolate which has been scraped 
into large shavings. Hold choco- 
late bar with a piece of waxed 
paper so it won't melt. Try to 
sprinkle these large curled shav- 
ings over top without breaking 
them. Six to seven servings.

I don’t look for complete solu- 
tiong to these pe prob- 
lems, even a few points straining 
relations between eastern and 
western Europe could be 
trated it would help, 

I don’t think we need to feel 
hopeless about peace in the world 
when all the great nations are 
saying that they want no 
matter how much their actg belie 
their words. Talk, however, will 
not always preserve peace. There 
hag te be concrete evidence of 
willingness to co-operate and steps 
must be taken in the direction of 
conciliation. 

That is what I hope will happen 
when the United Nations General 
Assembly meets next month.
